Wegner in review 
of 17 years duty

Supt. Glendon F. Wegner, officially 
becomes a private citizen today, ending 
17 very public years at the helm of Lom­ 
poc schools. He will be succeeded by Dr. 
Clarence Bloom from Duarte who takes 
over officially tomorrow. 
In an interview taped last Wednesday, 
Wegner tells how he “parlayed ’ state 
and federal 
funds 
to 
build 
and 
“magnificently" furnish Lompoc schools; 
how he hired hundreds of teachers at the 
bottom of the salary scale in order to 
save the district money; how he coped 
with conservative threats to his 
leadership; and how he counseled 
chamber of commerce officials to have 
second thoughts about recruiting in­ 
dustry into the area 
He raps proponents of “fundamental' 
schools, expresses grave misgivings 
about organizational efforts of teachers, 
and says history, alone, will tell whether 
the current school board is “good or 
bad" 
In no sense is the interview an all in­ 
clusive or an all conclusive picture of 
Wegner. the educator or Wegner, the 
man There are too many loose ends, too 
many unexplored details of Wegner, the 
continent. 
In his concluding remarks, Wegner 
said he had no plans to write a book and 
he minimized the importance of books by 
educators who have just retired. “The 
thing that has been gratifying to me is 
that I am a person. I know where I am 
and where I have been going. I have self 
security in myself. 
“I think I have had an impact on this 
community and I think I have had an im­ 
pact, a particular impact on children. 
Just in my thinking I know that." The 
words came in a rush. 
Wegner said he had already resigned 
from the national Association for Basic 
Education that he had served for years 
as the first educator on invitation. 
He’ll build his own house on the shores 
of Eastman Lake in northern California, 
do a little boating with the new craft 
given him by associates as a going away 
gift and take some formal training in 
painting, a hobby that he had pursued for 
several years. 
But those pursuits are only the part- 
time goals of his retirement years. He 
said he would like to work in a 
“Christian" organization of some sort. 
“I’ve been approached to work as an ad­ 
ministrator for a large church, for 
Crusade for Christ in the administrative 
group, or as a representative for a col­ 
lege in a recruiting program, in a Chris­ 
tian college. I’m very interested in that. 
It’s needed." 
There was a momentary pause, and 
then he declared, with considerable 
.¡riphasis, “ If you don’t stand for 
something, you don't stand for anything. 
I've always tried to stand for something. 
It isn’t always popular." 
At that juncture, this reporter asked 
Wegner if he wanted to make 
final 
speech. He answered the question by 
reaching over and shutting off the tape 
recorder. 
Both of us laughed at the response. 
Wegner came to the Lompoc area in 
1958 at a time when the buildup at 
Vandenberg was just beginning to be felt 
in terms of population and the critical 
need for housing and schools. In the im­ 
mediate area of the city of Lompoc, 
there were two elementary schools,

Lompoc and Hapgood, and a junior high 
school and a high school, both of the lat­ 
ter. together with the 'central ad­ 
ministration building on the present 
campus of Lompoc Junior High School. 
Wegner recalled the details with ob­ 
vious pride. 
In 1959. Westwings School was built on 
Vandenberg Air Force Base under a con­ 
tract conceived the previous year before 
Wegner arrived That same year, voters 
approved a $3 million bond issue for 
school construction. Wegner had dif­ 
ferent ideas, however. It is not im­ 
mediately clear who conceived the idea 
of unification, but Wegner argued suc­ 
cessfully that a unified district bringing 
together the high school and four 
elementary school districts—Lompoc, 
Artesia, Maple and Honda — could 
qualify for state school building funds. 
Voters agreed and approved a $5 million 
bond issue — to replace the $3 million is­ 
sue approved a year earlier. 
Under Wegner’s leadership, the school 
board borrowed $17 million or $18 million 
from the state for school construction 
- 
“ Fortunately," he recalled last week, 
“ that money lasted for all our building 
needs." From two elementary schools 
and the two secondary schools, plus the 
three rural schools, the unified district 
grew almost overnight to a total of 14 
elementary schools, two junior highs and 
two high schools. 
Every budget time the school board 
approves a payment to the State School 
Building Fund “ We've been able to es­ 
tablish a very low repayment factor"' 
Wegner said, referring to the annual bill. 
“ It was generated by the law that after a 
certain period of time, if the debt to the 
state is not paid back, it’s forgiven. I 
wanted to make sure that the people had 
the advantage of that forgiveness aspect 
of the law and by not quickly paying back 
— 1 hate to say this but not quickly pay­ 
ing back all the state dues and taking ad­ 
vantage of that escape clause in the law 
itself — so this district will never pay 
back all of the money that was borrowed 
from the state building fund

Beirut terrorized by heavy 
rocket, mortar, gunfire 


BEIRUT (UPI) — Fierce rocket, mor­ 
tar and machine gun fire terrorized 
Beirut for the eighth consecutive day to­ 
day and a number of Americans and 
other foreigners began moving their 
families out of the city. 
Shells began crashing into apartment 
houses and stores and Beirut Radio 
warned citizens that the entire city had 
become a fighting zone. It said snipers 
have begun firing on ambulances and fire 
engines. 
A spokesman for the U.S. Embassy 
said there were no plans at the moment 
for a mass evacuation despite the 
bloodshed that has closed banks, schools 
and stores but said,

16 Indians sought 
by FBI in slayings 


OGLALA, S.D. (UPI) - The FBI is 
seeking 16 Indians it believes were in­ 
volved in the ambush slayings of two of 
its agents. But as of early today, it had 
arrested only one man in its search of the 
5,000-square mile Pine Ridge Indian 
Reservation. 
The FBI said Sunday the arrest of 
Herman Thunder Hawk was a sign of 
progress in the search for the Indians. 
But the agency is not certain Thunder 
Hawk was at the house near Oglala 
where the slayings occurred Thursday. 
Thunder Hawk was one of four persons 
named in a warrant that led to the 
shooting deaths of FBI agents Jack R. 
Coler and Ronald A. Williams, both 28 
and from Los Angeles. 
The agents had gone to the house with 
a warrant for another of the four wanted 
men —James Theodore Eagle — when 
they were shot down. 
Eagle and Hobart Horse were at large 
on charges of assault and kidnaping. The 
fourth suspect. Teddy Paul Pourier, was 
arrested Thursday before the shooting 
occurred. 
One Indian apparently died in a 
shootout that followed the slayings. He 
was idcf.tifi,4d by the FBI Sunday as 
Joseph Bedell Stuntz, 24, of Couer D’Al­ 
len. Idaho. Stuntz was registered with 
the Lapwai Indian Agency in Idaho. 
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nent plans which we have dusted off and 
looked at." 
Police estimates put the casualty toll 
at more than 125 dead and 450 wounded 
as street battles between rival political 
factions entered their second week. The 
total count since the fighting first broke 
out stood at 1,500 dead and injured. 
Casualties were expected to run much 
higher by the time the day is out. A 
frightened resident of Ashrafieh, a sub­ 
urb south of the city center where 
fighting has been heaviest, said mortars 
and rockets were crashing into apart­ 
ment buildings and storefronts at the 
rate of one per minute. 
The sound of rockets, mortars and 
machine guns ripped across the city dur­ 
ing the night and again this morning and 
Beirut radio said all roads in the capital 
and its environs were "unsafe" and 
warned citizens to stay off them. 
At least a dozen bomb blasts rocked 
the city during the early morning, 
damaging a school building, a church, 
scores of shops and cars and setting off 
dozens of fires. 
Beirut radio said snipers were firing 
on ambulances and fire engines and that 
responding to emergency calls was 
becoming difficult. 


Premier-designate

said Sunday he had reached agreement 
with Lebanon’s warring parties on a 
new government but there was no letup 
in the fighting.

today 
roads leading 
into the capital remained blocked as the 
fighting between rival political factions 
entered its second week.

Ultimatum to Israel denied

The Israeli national Radio said today 
President Ford had told Israeli Ambas­ 
sador Simha Dinitz last Friday that 
Israel must accept Egypt's conditions 
for an interim agreement in the Middle 
East or lose American support at a 
reconvened Geneva peace conference. 
But White House spokesman Ron Nes- 
sen said today no ultim atum was 
delivered by Ford during his 11-minute 
meeting with Dinitz and that there was 
only was a review of the situation in the 
Middle East. 
Nessen told reporters that Ford “has 
some ideas on a comprehensive plan" on 
peace for the Middle East at this time. 
But he made it clear that Ford is still at­ 
tempting to bring Israel and Egypt into 
negotiations in step-by-step diplomacy. 


Nessen said that he did not think that 
he should respond to questions at this 
stage on what Ford plans to do in the 


future if Israel and Egypt did not resume 
step by step negotiations. He also denied 
that Ford was "putting pressure" on 
either side to bring about an accord 
Nessen said that Ford is considering 
three options on the Middle East: Step- 
by-step diplomacy ; a Geneva conference 
or step-by-step negotiations under the 
aegis of Geneva. 
Nessen stressed that "the U.S. is still 
exploring with the various parties'* a 
Middle East solution 


Diplomatic sources indicated that 
Ford considers the next two weeks 
crucial in determining the direction of 
the Middle East peace effort 
For 
several months Ford has been reassess­ 
ing U.S. policy toward the Middle East. 
He met with Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin last month in Washing­ 
ton. And Egypt President Anwar Sadat 
conferred with Ford in Salzburg shortly 
before that. 


Sources close to the Egyptian 
government said today in Cairo that 
Egy pt has rejected Israeli proposals for 
a second-stage disengagement agree­ 
ment on the Sinai front and that the 
Egyptian position has the support of the 
United States 
This was the first word from the Egyp­ 
tian side on the outcome of last week s 
Egyptian-Lsraeli diplomatic exchanges 
through the United States. 
The Israeli reports said Ford issued 
the virtual ultimatum Friday to Israeli 
Ambassador Simha Dinitz during an 11- 
minute meeting at the White House when 
the United States passed on Egypt s 
counterproposals for an interim pact. 
"At this meeting. President Ford 
bluntly told Dinitz that if Israel does not 
accept Egypt's conditions for an interim 
settlement. America and Israel would 
each have to go their own way at the 
Geneva conference." the Israeli nation­ 
al radio said

Even more schools were on 
the drawing boards or in some 
form of planning There was to 
be an additional elementary 
school in Mission Hills to 
bolster Los Berros; an ad­ 
ditional elementary school and 
jun ior 
high 
school 
in 
Vandenberg Village, an ad­ 
ditional elementary school at 
the Base, an additional junior 
high school in 
Lompoc, plus 
some other elementary schools 
Things were changing, 
however. “ I could foresee a 
trend of leveling off." in the 
early 1960s.” Wegner recalled 
"And I withheld any advances 
we were making to acquire 
more school sites — fortunately 
I guessed right ” 
Wegner recalls the buildup of 
staff and equipment as the in­ 
flux of Vandenberg grew 
“ - 
During the years in which we 
were building schools, the state 
gave a basic allowance for 
building and furnishing schools. 
It was modest Also the federal 
government had the Elemen­ 
tary and Secondary Education 
Act. The advent of Sputnik had 
inspired appropriations for ex­ 
cellency There was a drive to 
achieve Money was available 
either for direct gifts or grants 
or if you put up fifty cents on 
the dollar, the federal govern­ 
ment would match it for 
various programs " 
Over and over during the in­ 
terview. Wegner described his 
actions, as predicated on the 
desire to get the best education 
possible with the least amount 
of financial strain on the local 
community. He was aware, he 
said, of the low tax base, 
typical of a community with too 
little industry to support it. 
Wegner defends his practice 
of hiring beginning teachers in­ 
stead of veterans through the 
years "...it saved money.” he 
said, "it saved a great deal of 
money. Every person we 
brought in at the beginning of 
the salary schedule saved $5.000 
and we were buying them at the 
rate of almost 200 new teachers 
a year or more You predicate 
that over the years ...” 
It was in response to a series 
of questions on the unique 
nature of the local district s 
finances that Wegner disclosed 
his go slow advice to the 
chamber of commerce on the 
recruitment of industry 
"Lompoc is in a unique 
geographic situation — it's 
isolated on the peninsula 
It's 
an agriculture community and 
it's supported by the missile 
facility. The low rate of tax 
base has been an advantage to 
the community. I told the peo­ 
ple at the chamber of com­ 
merce who wanted to bring in- 
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dustrv in that if they brought 
industry in any amount they're 
going to increase their tax rolls 
significantly, in fact, and 
they're going to take money in 
with one hand and take it out 
with the other and they’re going 
to do it very quickly because 
they'd gain in tax base and 
they d lose in school aid 
because right now the state is 
supporting the school district. 
It s doing it very well, not that 
we re rich but we re certainly 
not the poorest district " 


I cited recent opposition to 
multi-grade classrooms at one 
school, the drive by a group for 
a "fundamental” school and ef­ 
forts by a group to promote a 
school lunch program and 
asked Wegner if he had that 
type of pressure in the past0 
‘In the early part of the 1960s 
we had a strong, a relatively 
strong group of people in the 
community avowedly, open 
John Birchers. not saying it was 
good or bad. but that's what 
they were They wanted to do 
some of the same things as 
what I’m listening to today.’ 


Wegner said. "We had minor 
skirmishes 
with 
people 
who 
would come in and challenge a 
book or books we were using. 
We were very careful with the 
type of book that would be of­ 
fensive to us as people or offen­ 
sive to me as a person. I feel 
there's a time and a place for 
everything 
I don't think you 
have to expose all students at 
whatever age they are to the 
total mature literature I thifik 
there’s a time for that. I don’t 
know where that time is and it’s 
different for different people 
and different children, but 
when by law you require every 
child to be in school, regardless 
of what their backgrounds are 
and to say then that we have a 
license to expose you to 
whatever we want to expose 
you to because of a teacher’s 
own interest, is questionable 
because we're not in a private 
university or private school.” 


When asked if the district 
would have a "fundamental” 
school in the fall. Wegner 
replied bluntly. "No.” "I think 
we teach fundamentals in our 
schools.” he continued. “ I think 
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it's very defensible, what we 
do What these people want ac­ 
cording to our literature is they 
want discipline, homework, 
religion in their schools. Those 
components cannot all be put 
into a public school by law. 


Discipline means spanking and 
-whatever it is The concerns I 
have in that regard is that 
parents. I guess these parents 
can t discipline their own 
children so they want someone 
else to do it — and so they want 
someone to beat and slap them 
around and do whatever, but 
that s not the way you rear 
children ” 


When asked for an assess­ 
ment of the current school 
board. Wegner replied: “ I think 
as in all situations, it will be the 
historians who will say whether 
it is good or bad.” (In com­ 
parison with previous boards. 1 
i f you look at our school 
system, it s recognized across 
the U.S. and beyond as out­ 
standing 
So our previous 


boards could not have been 
bad.” 


Wegner was outspoken in his 
assessment of trends in the 
teaching profession 
"What’s 
happening in education is that 
people are demanding to b. 
paid for everything they do and 
it is losing its vigor, its 
freshness we had. I t ’s 
pedestrian ” And that’s all 
coming out of the taxpayers' 
money It’s a little here, a little 
there, a period here, a period 
there, but it's all costing 
money.”

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Police crush 
demonstration 
against Gandhi 


NEW D ELH I iU P it - 
Hundreds of club-swinging po­ 
lice have crushed a demonstra­ 
tion against Prime Minister In­ 
dira Gandhi, smashing fright­ 
ened protesters across the legs 
and dragging them by the hair. 
Some 700 police, some on 
horseback, others with 
bayonets fixed on rifles, 
swarmed into the old city of 
Delhi Sunday to (Hist about 500 
protesters from the grounds of 
town hall. 
At least 30 persons were ar­ 
rested in the first known an- 
tigovemment demonstration in 
India since Mrs. Gandhi 
declared a state of emergency 
five days ago. 
The police waded into the 
crowd in front of town hall and 
chased the terrified protesters 
down side streets, swinging 
heavy wooden nightsticks at 
anyone in their way. 
The 
frightened 
demonstrators took refuge in 
homes, shops and alleys in the 
crowded old section of Delhi, 
but police charged into the 
hideouts after them. 
Ten police surrounded two 
unarmed teen-aged boys who 
were not participating in the 
demonstration, ramming night­ 
sticks into their ribs and hitting 
them across the shoulders and 


backs of knees. 
Police then grabbed the 
youths by the hair and dragged 
them screaming to waiting pad­ 
dy wagons a block away. 
Mrs. Gandhi imposed the 
state of emergency last Thurs­ 
day and arrested hundreds of 
political opponents for alleged­ 
ly taking part in a “ widespread 
conspiracy" to disrupt India's 
internal security 
The government has said that 
almost 900 persons have been 
arrested since the crackdown 
began, but opposition parties 
said about 3,500 persons were 
seized on the first day alone. 
Opponents had called for 
Mrs. Gandhi’s resignation be­ 
cause of her State Court convic­ 
tion on June 12 for violating 
election laws during the 1971 
campaign. She has appealed the 
conviction to India’s Supreme 
Court. 
The demonstrators shouted 
such slogans as “ Long live 
Jayaprakash Narayan!’’ and 
“ Indira Gandhi’s rule will not 
last!” 
Narayan, 72. who was arrest­ 
ed Thursday, has led a growing 
“ peaceful revolution” move­ 
ment patterned after the in­ 
dependence drive of the late In­ 
dian leader Mohandas Gandhi 


Tanzania expects 
release of students 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania 
(UPI) — The U.S. ambassador 
to Tanzania says he expects 
left-wing guerrillas in neighbor­ 
ing Zaire to free the last of four 
kidnaped foreigners within a 
week. 
The release of Kenneth 
Steven Smith, 22. of Garden 
Grove, Calif., would end more 
than a month of behind-the- 
scenes negotiations with the 
rrillas of Zaire’s Popular 
gue 
Re^volutionary party. 
"I am confident he will be 
released within a week.” Am­ 
bassador Beverly Carter said 
Sunday after the kidnapers 
freed Carrie Jane Hunter. 22. of 
Atherton, Calif., and Emilie 
Bergmann, 25, a Dutch woman, 
for an undisclosed ransom. 


Jet crash toll 
now at 112 


NEWVORK (UPI) -He was 
about 20 years old with dark 
brown hair, but no one even 
knew his name. He died in a 
coma Sunday, pushing the death 
toll in last week’s Eastern 
Airlines crash to 112 — now the 
worst single-plane disaster in 
U.S. history. 
“ John Doe,” the only uniden­ 
tified survivor of Tuesday’s 
Flight 66 from New Orleans, 
was the last hope for relatives 
and friends that their loved one 
might have survived the crash. 
He died at 6 p.m. Sunday in 
Jamaica Hospital from respira­ 
tory failure. 
'Die death toll exceeds the 
previous high of 111 recorded in 
the 1971 crash of an Alaska 
Airlines Boeing 727 into a moun­ 
tainside near Juneau, Alaska.

The guerrillas freed Barbara 
Smuts, 24, of Ann Arbor. Mich . 
six days after seizing the 
hostages May 19 in a raid 
against a Tanzanian wildlife 
reserve run by primatologist 
Jane Goodall. 
Miss Smuts carried guerrilla 
ransom demands for $500.000. 
an assortment of weapons and 
the release of imprisoned com­ 
mandos from Tanzanian jails. 
Tanzania rejected the de­ 
mands but friends and relatives 
of the captured students set out 
to raise money for a ransom. 
Miss Hunter and Miss Berg­ 
man were set free from the 
guerrilla’s stronghold in 
eastern Zaire Saturday morn­ 
ing. traveled by boat to Kigoma 
on the Tanzanian side of Lake 
Tanganyika and then flew to 
Dar Es Salaam. 
" I’m in good health,” they 
each told reporters Sunday. 
Both were suntanned and 
looked fit. 
Norman Hunter, Carrie 
Jan e’s father, said that 
“ negotiations leading up to the 
release of Emilie and Carrie 
have been in good faith as 
between honorable men.” 
Hunter and the girls declined 
to give details of the abduction 
or the negotiations for fear of 
prolonging Smith’s captivity. 
“ We are not taking any risks 
at this time,” Hunter said. “ We 
^ are now most anxious and con­ 
cerned that Stephen Smith will 
be released as soon as pos­ 
sible.” 
Hunter and Carter refused to 
discuss the ransom paid to the 
guerrillas, who are dedicated to 
the overthrow of President 
Mobutu Sese Seko of Zaire. 


MORRO BAY (UPI) - Two 
men died after a racing yacht 
capsized during a weekend 
race, and a 16-year-old youth 
survived while the three were 
clinging to a small rubber raft 
about 30 miles offshore, the 
Coast Guard reported today. 


The survivor, Neil Kisling,- 
Capitola, said his companions, 
Steve Finnell, 34, a Santa Cruz 
school teacher, and his brother, 
Walter Finnell, 24. died from 
exposure during their ordeal. 
Kisling was reported in good 
condition. 
According to the youth, their 
boat, the 24-foot PI. was par­ 
ticipating in the annual Santa 
Cruz to Santa Barbara yacht 
race when it was swamped 
about 100 miles south of Santa 
Cruz Friday evening. 
The three got aboard the 
small liferaft and wallowed in 


the water throughout the night. 
The Finnell brothers became 
delirious during the night, and 
about dawn ^turday, Steve 
Finnell died. Three hours later, 
Walter Finnell also died, Kisl­ 
ing said. 


The youth said he pushed the 
bodies of his two companions 
off the raft and drifted alone un­ 
til late Saturday evening when a 
merchant ship, the tanker Utah 
Standard, picked him up 3*4 
miles off miles off Point Sierra 
Nevada and brought him to 


Richmond. The Coast Guard 
conducted a search Sunday for 
the bodies but discontinued it at 
nightfall when they were not 


found. The wreckage of the 
sailboat washed ashore near the 
Pedras Blancas lighthouse, 
about 40 miles north of Morro 
Bav. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) ~ CIA 
Director William Colby is 
against even partial disclosure 
of the agency’s finances, 
Colby said that to make 
public just “ a single figure” — 
the total amount spent by the 
CIA each year —would lead to 
demands for more information 
about the agency’s secret ac­ 
tivities. 
“ I think it is inevitable that if 
you expose a single figure, you 
will immediately get a debate 
as to wbat it includes, what it 
does not include, why did it go 
up, why did it go down,” he 
said, “ and shortly get into a 
description of the details of our 
activities.” 
He said “ There are certain 
things ... in our clandestine ac­ 
tivity that must be kept from 
public exposure and even the 
risk of public exposure.” 
Colby, appearing Sunday on a 
televised interview (NBC-TV: 
Meet the Press), was asked 
why it was necessary to main­ 
tain absolute secrecy over 
funds spent by the CIA. 
CIA spending in recent years 
has been hidden in Defense 
Department 
appropriations. 
The Rockefeller Commission 
recommended Congress consid­ 
er making at least part of the 
agency’s budget public. 
Colby also said allegations of 
CIA involvement in plots to as­ 
sassinate foreign leaders “ had 
best be settled by adopting a 
firm policy at this point not to 
use such activity and letting the 
past stay quiet.” 
He added: “ Some of the facts 
are not well known or not well 
recorded, and some of the 
degree to which various people 
within and outside of the agency 
were a part of any such ac­ 
tivities is not very clear.” 
Colby also said: 


—He failed through a “ misun­ 
derstanding” to inform the 
White House and Justice 
Department in 1973 when the 
CIA uncovered some of its own 
misdeeds. Colby said none of 
the evidence justified prosecu­ 
tion and he wanted “ to let the 
misdeeds of the past sit 
quietly.” 
—Asked if the Rockefeller 
Commission substantiated a 
charge the CIA conducted a 
massive, illegal domestic oper­ 
ation during the Nixon adminis­ 
tration: “ I don’t think so.” The 
commission “ found three 
agents whose work was illegal 
I don’t think that’s massively il­ 
legal.”

Court rules one may 
act as his attorney 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Cmirt ruled 6 to 3 to­ 
day that a defendant has a con­ 
stitutional right to act as his 
own attorney in a criminal 
case. 
The decision came on appeal 
by Anthony Pasquall Faretta, 
convicted of grand theft after a 
jury trial in Los Angeles County 
Superior Court. 
The judge at first agreed to 
let Faretta represent himself at 
the trial but later withdrew per­ 
mission and appointed the 
public defender as defense at­ 
torney. 
Faretta was sentenced to 10 
years in prison as the law 
prescribes, but has since been 
paroled. 
Justice Potter Stewart, who 
spoke for the majority, said the 
constitutional issue is not an 
easy one. 
“ The question is whether a 
state may constitutionally hail 
a person into its criminal courts 
and there force a lawyer upon 
him. even when he insists that 
he wants to conduct his own 
defense.” Stewart said. 
“ It is one thing to hold that 
every defendant, rich or poor, 
has the right to assistance of 
counsel, and quite another to 
say that a state may compel a 
defendant to accept a lawyer he 
does not want.” the opinion 
said. 
“ The value of state-appointed 
counsel was not unappreciated 
by the Founders, yet the notion 
of compulsory counsel was ut- 


terly foreign to them. And 
whatever else may be said of 
those who wrote the Bill of 
Rights, surely there can be no 
doubt that they understood the 
inestimable worth of free 
choice” 
The opinion recognized that 
when an accused manages his 
own defense he relinquishes 
many of the traditional benefits 
associated with the right to 
counsel. But it noted that Faret- 
la “ clearly and unequivocally 
declared to the trial judge that 
he wanted to represent himself 
and did not want counsel.” 
The record shows Faretta as 
“ literate, competent, and un­ 
derstanding, and that he was 
voluntarily exercising his in­ 
formed free will,” Stewart 
said. 
The judgment of the Cali­ 
fornia Court of Appeal was 
vacated and the case sent back 
there for further proceedings. 
Dissenters were Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger and Justices 
Harry A Blackmun and Wil­ 
liam H. Rehnquist. 
Burger said the decision is 
another example of “ the 
judicial tendency to constitu- 
tionalize what is thought 
‘good.’” 


Massive 
Lisbon 
search 


LISBON (UPi) - The mili­ 
tary today threw helicopters, 
troops and “ civilian vigilance 
groups” into a massive man­ 
hunt for 75 ex-secret policemen 
still at large after a break from 
Portugal’s new maximum 
security prison. 
The Military Security Com­ 
mand said roadblocks were put 
up all over the country — es­ 
pecially near the border wiUi 
Spain. 
The escapees were officers of 
PIDE —International Police of 
the Defense of the State —the 
feared secret political police of 
the former right-wing dictator­ 
ship. 
A military communique said. 
“ The breakout was made just 
after the prisoners’ supper 
(Sunday). They cut the bars of 
several cells and then escaped 
on makeshift ladders made 
from iron bars from the beds 
and sheets.” 
The communique said that by 
early this morning 13 of the 88 
escaped prisoners had been 
recaptured 
They were among 843 ex- 
PIDE agents who were held in 
Alcoentre prison. 40 miles north 
of the capital. PIDE officers 
were among the first persons 
arrested when the Armed 
Forces Movement seized power 
in April last year. 
News reports said that two 
walls of the new prison had not 
yet been wired for alarms and 
that the internal television 
security system had been dis­ 
connected for the past week. 
Construction of the prison 
was begun in 1959 and the Por­ 
tuguese considered it one of the 
most secure in Europe.

Fight in a furnace 


KUALA LUMPUR fUPI • — The severe heat conditions un­ 
der which they will be fighting was much on the minds of 
World Heavyweight Champion Muhammad All and chal­ 
lenger Joe Bugner as the two fighters went into the final 
hours before their 15-round title match here tonight 
The heat is going to tell tomorrow,” said Ali's longtime 
ring doctor, Ferdie Pacheco “ This is going to be a survival 
of the fittest with stamina under the heat being a vital fac­ 
tor ” 
Bugner’s trainer-manager, Andy Smith, agreed 
i douht if there ever has been a major title fight ever held 
under more intolerable heat conditions than we are likely to 
encounter,” Smith said 
Both Ali and Bugner said they were prepared for the heat, 
expected to be over 100 degrees in the ring, and the humidity, 
which will cause them to lose a pound or more a round each. 
'I'm African and I have fought under severe heat condi­ 
tions in Africa.” All said “ It won t bother me Europeans 
can't stand heat. I’ll get to Bugner ” 
The 25-year-old Hungarian-born Briton, who holds the 
European heavyweight crown, went through a special train­ 
ing program set up by the Royal Air Force in Great Britain 
before he came here to wind up his training for his second 
match with Ali 
That was more severe than I have found it here.” Bugner 
said “ So I’m well acclimatized to conditions here I can 
stand it I can go the distance at whatever pace All wants .” 
In addition to the heat and the other normal pre-fight pres­ 
sures. the 33-year-old Ali also was under other pressures con­ 
nected with his announced intention to retire after the 
Bugner fight. 


He said he was being plagued by people pressing him to 
rontinue fighting, at least for a third fight with Joe Frazier 
in Manila, which could earn All $10 million or more 
Frazier arrived for the fight Sunday and began taunting 
Alt accusing him of trying to run out on the rubber match in 
their personal fight series which stands at one win each 
Frazier showed up at Bugner's final workout Monday 
morning and told the British boxer, whom he defeated in a 
12-round decision, he was “ looking good.” 
You look fit Good, real good,” Frazier said 
The ex-champion also talked about the heat and the 
problems it is going to cause. 
it's hot out here, man.” Frazier said, although there had 
been a cooling pre-dawn rain and the sky was overcast at the 
time 
That heat's going to really take something outta you 
guys.” 
Repeating his prediction that the heat was a key factor in 
Tuesday's “ battle for survival” , Dr Pacheco said, “There's 
nothing more they can do about it at this stage If a fighter 
hasn't done his proper conditioning and training, nothing is 
going to help him No amount of artificial physical stimulus 
is going to help him This is going to be a battle of survival as 
far as physical fitness is concerned 
“ I think Ali's strength, boxing experience and knowledge 
will tell in the early part of the fight and I think that possibly 
by the middle of the fight, Bugner will be pretty well 
through.” added Pacheco, who has been Ali’s doctor for 15 
years

But the Treasury Department 
could realize earnings of about 
$8? million from today's auc­ 
tion the second since gold was 
legalized for private use in the

Mich (U P It- 
Yoga instructor Robert Antos- 
czyck had told friends he was 
deliberately going to try to pro­ 
ject his soul from his body. He 
was found dead in his room —on 
his back, his thumbs between 
his index and middle fingers. 
Antosczyck. 29. apparently 
died in a position a yogi uses 
only in deep meditation 
Just why he died has 
authorities baffled. A patholo­ 
gist says Antosczck. in a self­ 
induced trance, somehow may 
have managed to slow his heart 
to the point where his brain 
received too little blood —in es­ 
sence. death from excessive 
meditation. 
A spokesman for the Integral 
Yoga Institute says he may in­ 
deed have projected his soul 
from his body — “ astral projec­ 
tion” —but that because of his 
inexperience in the ancient 
Hindu practice he did not know 
how to get back. 
The answers just seemed to 
raise more questions. 
It was early this month that 
Antosczyck. whose mother said 
he was in “ perfect health.” told 
friends he wanted to be left 
alone, to try astral projection — 
in which the soul supposedly 
journeys from the body through 
the "astral plane." 
His lifeless body was found 
June 3. 
“ His death is a mystery to 
me.” Antosczvck s mother. Lil­ 


lian. said. “ It’s a mystery to the 
undertaker, to the doctor, 
everybody. ” 
Dr Paul Gikas. a University 
of Michigan pathology profes­ 
sor attempting to explain the 
death, suggested it was possible 
Antosczyck went into such a 
deep, trance-like state he sl­ 
owed down his heart beat to the 
point where his brain no longer 
received enough blood 
The pathologist said it would 
be a medical first if the Yoga 
instructor, who taught at a local 
YMCA. did die from excessive 
meditation 
But Dhamapati M . a spokes­ 
man for the Integral Yoga In­ 
stitute. said Sunday Antosc- 
zyck s death could be explained 
by his inexperience in Yoga — 
only two years 
“ He must have been very in­ 
experienced in astral projec­ 
tion." Dhamapati M said of 
Antoscycvk. a vegetarian, who 
did not smoke, drink or use 
drugs, according to his mother 
“ If you can go. you can come 
back." Dhamapati M. said.” He 
obviously did not know how to 
come back.” 
Astral projection has been 


spoken of for centuries by 
Hindus It is regarded as having 
“ no practical purpose.” or 
simply as a "magic trick with 
no spiritual benefit 
The participant s soul or con­ 
sciousness is attached to the 
material world with a symbolic 
mechanism called a “ silver 
cord.” yoga experts say. The 
soul also must be aware of the 
location of the body in order to 
return If it is not. the body 
dies. 
Another yoga expert said she 
knew of no cases where a 
person died in attempting 
astral projection

Tougher stance 


In past presidencies we have 
heard a repetitive call by chief 
executives for the n e^ to 
restore tranquility to this na­ 
tion by adoption of firmer laws 
dealing with crime. 
President Ford is no dif­ 
ferent. He has recently asked 
Congress for new laws to im­ 
pose mandatory sentences for 
certain violent or dangerous 
federal crimes and for certain 
multiple offenders. 
In his call for new laws, 
President Ford noted that 
violence such as murder, rape 


and m u g g i n g o b s e s s e s 
America day and night. He 
will not find much argument 
with that statement. We ap­ 
plaud his coming out strongly 
on the side of the victims (not 
the criminals) by endorsing in­ 
surance for the injured. He 
urges a broad reform of the 
federal system of prosecution, 
where career criminals would 
get harsher and more deter­ 
rent punishment. 
Federal courts handle only 
about two per cent of crime 
cases, with states carrying an 


overwhelming majority of the 
load. 
But federal crime 
prosecution reform could set 
an example for the states, and, 
we hope, root out corruption, 
streamlining 
courts 
and 
eliminate a great deal of what 
the public is suffering from 
the hands of all criminals. 
No social reforms, no 
am oun t of w e l f a r e nor 
educational advantages will he 
effective in this or any com­ 
munity unless fear and 
violence are largely removed 
from cities and towns.

Headline bungles 


Everyone makes the occasional word 
selection faux pas in wriUng or speech. It 
is only those of us who write headlines or 
announce Uie news over the radio who 
suffer our bungles to be celebrated as 
jokes in Uvems and encased in time cap­ 
sules for posterity. 
When President Nix­ 
on was launching his 
candor campaign ("no 
nwre bombshells"), it 
was a local radio an­ 
nouncer. for example, 
who told the com­ 
munity soberly that 
the president was 
beginning "Operation 
Condor." Visions of 
great hovering birds 
came to the minds of 
local listeners. Was 
the announcer trying to 
tell us that the Nixon presidency itself 
would soon become extinct? 
More recently we heard over the local 
radio a startling announcement about the 
SUnford students held capUve by a dissi­ 
dent band in Tanzania. It seems that 
release of the captives was about to be 
negotiated between the United States 
and the “ African Gorilla." Was there 
something the government was holding 
back about King Kong? We could only as­ 
sume that the announcer spent his days 
off at the zoo feeding bananas to the 
guerrillas 
Newspaper headline writers often fare 
no better and their missteps are 
chronicled monthly in a trade publica­ 
tion called Columbia Journalism Review 
(CJR) 
One of the first unspoken rules of 
headline writing this journalist learned 
was never to include in a headline any 
form of the verb to be or. under any 
circumstances, the word "se a t.” 
Overlooking these rules allows you to 
pen such banner headline gems as “- 
Convention Delegates Pick Their Seats" 
or 
“ Isa b e l 
P ero n 
to 
R e lin ­ 
quish her Seat to Leftists.” Wedg­ 
ing a form 0Í to be in headlines makes 
for such inadvertently graphic titles as 
• Problem of Teen-age Rape Is Moun­ 
ting." This last example actually ap­ 
peared in a U.S. daily of general circula­ 
tion Like those following, it gained ins­ 
tant popularity among trainloads of com­ 
muters and after work cocktail sippers 
and w’as duly noted in the pages of CJR. 
Once past these spwia) pitfalls, the 
newspaper deskperson is still far from in 
the clear There are those subtle second 


meanings, as in “Women in Political 
Campaigns - To Be Explored at 
Workshops," "Nixon to Stand Pat on 
Watergate Tapes." "Tuna recalled After 
Death," “Teachers’ Head Goes Off to 
Jail.” and "Skeleton Tied to Missing 
Diplomat." 
Then, of course, there is the case of 
either incorrect word selection or com­ 
posing room mistakes. The San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle last January bannered a 
story titled: "CIA Reportedly Sought to 
Destroy Domestic Files." "Physicians 
Hope to Reduce Newborn Morality," an­ 
nounced the Albany Times-Union about a 
year ago. A backhanded reference to the 
milk industry payoff scandal might have 
been the motive for a Covington Virgi­ 
nian headline of last year reading, 
"Election of - 1972 called - Udder 
Fraud." 
Artfully disguised in the shawls of an 
innocent adjective, the lurking verb 
lashes out to transform a routine 
headline into a scrapbook calamity. As 
an example, the conduct of agricultural 
advisory boards was called suddenly into 
question by a rural newspaper last year 
with a headline that announced "Hol­ 
lander Appointed - To Goose Commit­ 
tee." 
The word "relations" is also a deadly 
headline candidate. "Simon in Cairo - 
For ‘Relations,’ ’’ chimed a headline in 
the Buffalo Courrier-Express last July 
over a story about the country’s then- 
energv czar. An Indiana paper followed 
up with this title: "Golda Meir. Pope - 
Meet May Lead - To Relations." The 


Mideast must be a "hotbead" of this type 
of thing. 
At times the surreptitious noun, clad 
innocently in the garb of a hard working 
verb, reveals its true anatomy only to 
aghast headline readers. "Man Shot 
While Hunting - Remains In Hospital." 
appeared as a headline in a U.S. daily not 
long ago. A biology field trip perhaps? 
Sometimes the compulsion to pun 
overtakes an editor, as demonstrated by 
such jewels as "Legalized Outhouses - 
Aired by Legislature,” "Pair Charged - 
With Battery.” "Hooker Offers Broad 
Range" (Hooker may be the name of a 
school or a candidate) and "Two Men - 
Ask Redress - In Rape Case." 
Causation. Newspaper heads often use 
the word “by" to indicate a cause or 
perpetrator of some action. It’s a nice, 
short word. But it’s also a preposition, 
meaning next to or beside. When used in 
this second sense, editors forget that 
people will also read it as having the 
first, more common meaning. So, we 
have: "Find Couple - Shot To Death - By 
HIghwav.” a New York Evening News 
headline. “Stolen Painting - Found By 
Tree." was the Disney-like title of a 
Philadelphia Bulletin story last year. 
'Then there are the headlines that 
should work but somehow do not. such 
as: "U.S. Oil Reserves - To Be Shot In 
Arm." "Two Teen-age Girls - Arrested 
On Pot" and “Jumping Bean Prices Af­ 
fect Poor." - all. also, published heads. 
Like anything else, headline writing 
and radio announcing aren’t as easy as 
you may suppose. 


PONTA DELGADA, Azores - 
General Altino Pinto de Matalhaes is the 
military governor of the Azores, A man 
of stern, sometimes even prim profes­ 
sionalism. One imagines that he has 
something of the military magnetism of 
Spinola, and prays that he has more than 
Spinola’s political acumen: on the other 
hand, surely Alf Landon had better than 
that. 
Now the General, 
whose English is basic 
approaching 
non­ 
functional, will speak 
to you in French, a 
language of great 
n u an ce 
w h ich , 
however, the General 
does not traffic in. 
Beyond making it very 
clear that the people 
of the Azores do not 
desire Sovietization. 
he will say only such 
things as that 
he is 
confident they will not 
be tyrannized over by 
the mainland. 
What if Lisbon actually attempted to do 
this to the Azores'» Was secession then a 
"vive alternative?" Well. yes. Yes. 
Ironically, the very same General 
single-handedly doused the separatist ex­ 
plosion of June 6th. Although he is not a 
native of the island — he is from Lisbon, 
did the routine military things as a young 
man, and served as commander of the 
Portuguese military in Angola — in the 
brief period he has been here he has 
become something of a legend. A deeply 
popular man, totally trusted by the peo­ 
ple. 
It is said by taxi drivers (the General 
would deny it) that had General Pinto 
but given the word, he’d have been 
crowned President of the Independent 
Republic of the Azores. He gave no such 
word. This does not mean someone, at a 


moment in the future, wouldn’t do so un­ 
der certain circu m stan ces. The 
mainland is 12 per cent Communist. The 
Azores something less than two per cent. 
It is the patriotic thing to resist domina­ 
tion of the 98 per cent by the two per 
cent. 
What. I asked him, did he make of the 
central government in Lisbon taking 
over República, the Socialists’ daily, and 
handing it over to the Communists? 
Well, the General explained, it’s this 
way. You see. the technicians who put 
out the paper are Communists, while the 
proprietors are Socialists. Since Por­ 
tugal does not have a tradition of 
freedom, within which one entity 
respects the rights of another entity, it 
has now to feel its way. If the govern­ 
ment simply cracked down on the Com­ 
munist printers and linotypists. that 
would be to throw the weight of govern­ 
ment against the rights of one entity, in 
favor of the rights of another entity. 
I forgave the General that baloney, 
and reflect that the General — and, in­ 
deed. diplomats — have to do strange 
things in order to justify the activities of 
their principals. It is remarkable that 
General Pinto, who so clearly knows that 
you don’t reconcile conflicting interests 
by turning over somebody else’s paper to 
the scrivener-svconhants of the tyrants. 


can bring himself to say these things. 
But then the alternative is to say 
nothing at all. And that alternative would 
require him to refuse an invitation to a 
cocktail party by our Consul in the 
Azores, the alluring Miss Linda Pfeifle, 
and no red-blooded General, or 
gentleman, would do that under any cir­ 
cumstances. 
It gets darker every day in Lisbon, and 
the day may come when the people of the 
Azores gather once again — this time to 
declare their independence. Will the 
American navy protect them? I report 
with great sadness that the residents 
here have white skin. Otherwise, the 
matter of their independence would be 
easy: a postcard to Kurt Waldheim at 
the Security Council would suffice. 


But these are as thoroughly Por­ 
tuguese as anybody on the mainland, 
though it is true that they had 20 years of 
autonomy a couple of generations ago. 
But here is an operation we would hardly 
need the CIA to advance: God knows 
there are enough documents signed in 
blood by the statesmen of the world 
guaranteeing freedom to geographical 
entities that desire sovereignty. One 
would need only to frame the language of 
secession in anticolonialist rhetoric: the 
rest is child’s play.

way of documents announcing openings 
for legal counsel for the new commission 
established by the electorate to 
"watchdog" irregularities in govern­ 
ment. The bulletins in question disclose 
the jobs are to be filled on a non- 
promotional basis and without written 
examinations! 
Civil service, as it was contemplated 
and has operated for many years, was in­ 
tended to secure for state service the 
most qualified persons available without 
discrimination. Through written ex­ 
aminations the possibility of favoritism 
and patronage, theoretically, was 
eliminated. The importance of written 
tests is that they are scored by raters 
without knowledge of the identity of the 
candidates. 
Not only is the waiving of the written 
test highly unusual but this gambit was 
accompanied by a "fast shuffle." The 
documents are dated May 27 with a clos­ 
ing deadline of June 11. Assuming they 
reached ail possible candidates on the 
date shown, a highly unlikely event, it 
still left only 12 working days in which to 
file. And that is not normal either, es­ 
pecially with the uncertainty of the 
mails. 
There was no need for a "special" ex­ 
amination to fill the jobs. There already 
exists various lists of qualified attorneys 
who have passed the examinations for 
employment with the attorney general 
and other state agencies using such ser­ 
vices. But, by establishing a "special” 
class for FPPC. the requirement for 
.selecting from the lists was bypassed as

well as evading 
their candidates. 


It is remotely possible a case might 
have been made for this circumvention if 
someone skilled in a most technical 
specialized field of law was being sought. 
Not so! The bulletin states "legal 
counsels for FPPC are typically 
members of the State Bar with little or 
no experience in the practice of law. 
They are expected to perform the less 
difficult legal work..." 


That some kind of hocus pocus is in­ 
tended seems clear by the requirement 
that candidates set forth their "com­ 
munity activities involvement." This re­ 
quest is accompanied by a declaration 
that “This is intended to provide an in­ 
dication of your concern and involve­ 
ment in your community and not your 
religious or political convictions. 


You don’t say! Why then are the can­ 
didates asked to list their law schools, 
h(Hior societies, clubs and organizations? 
And their grades? These are interjec­ 
tions beyond the purview of normal civil 
service qualifications. It telegraphs 
preconceived notions anck preconceived 
selections. What in the world does "com­ 
munity involvement" have to do with the 
ableness of a person to do legal work. 
What difference what law school one at­ 
tended? Some of the best lawyers come 
out of night law schools, and. having to 
work their way through don’t have time 
for involvem ents, com m unity or 
organizations. And the schools don t 
have honor societies and fraternities. 


It would appear that the thrust of this 
approach to hiring is to expand on some 
“elitism" intended to install the "ins" of 
Harvard and Yale in state service. It is a 
form of patronage as equally evil as 
dealing out jobs to party faithfuls or 
other political cronies and hacks. 


No doubt the state employes associa­ 
tion will be keeping a watchful eye to see 
who the candidates are and what the 
selections will be. Who are the rascals in 
the woodpile that FPPC wants to favor? 
And. what other laws does this commis­ 
sion seek to circumvent? 


For as long as we can remember, we 
have always detested mosquitos. In fact- 
fact. we have never found a single person 
who likes them, until today. 
Naturally, the lover 
of mosquitos is a 
r es earcher — Dr. 
Lewis Nielsen, profes­ 
sor of biology at the 
University of Utah. He 
has spent 30 years of 
his life studying the 
pesky mosquito. Un­ 
f o r t u n a t e l y . 
his 
r e s e a r c h 
is 
not 
directed on destroying 
the mosquito, but on 
discovering the in­ 
sects’ attributes. Un­ 
fortunately again, he 
has found some at­ 
tributes 
that will no doubt make mosquito-haters 
think twice before batting them into obli­ 
vion. 
'The male mosquito is, according to Dr. 
Nielsen, the sexual superstar of the in­ 
sect world. But now preliminary studies 
also suggest that the mosquito makes a 
major contribution to the breeding of 
certain flowers. 
“Perhaps mosquitos aren’t as ap­ 
preciated as they might be. Dr. Nielsen 
comments. 
He can say that again. 
Nielsen says his studies in the past two 
years suggest some species of flowers 
depend ““very heavily ” on the mosquito 
for pollination. 
The male, he says, does not suck b\ood 
and can survive only as long as it can live 
off the nectar of flowers. As it passes 
from blossom to blossom, it picks up pol- - 
len here and drops it there. 
He says that the bug’s dual role of 
propagating its own species and pop­ 
ulating the woods with flowers “ so far is 
just an assumption but I think it’s a 
reasonable one. ” 
Nielsen says female mosquitos, who 
normally feed on blood, also may play a 
role in pollination. 
“The females are just as obligated to 
feed on nectar for a period of from a 
week to about 10 days between their 
emergence from the larval or pupal 
stage until they begin sucking blood 
'They stav in the area of their emergency 
until they mate After they mate, they 
fly off in search of blood ’’ 


In the interim, he says, they feed on 
flowers 
It is doubtful that the mosquito will 
ever rival the bee as a pollinator, but Dr 
Nielsen believes the instn t is probably a 
significant factor in the propagation of at 
least simie .spe<*ics of flowers 


We sincerely hope that our flower seed 
growers in Lompoc Valley don t get any 
ideas.
